Tight Money vs. 


Inflation 


Editorial - RY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The argum ent rages on over the 
question whether the governm ent’s 
"tight money” policy hurts the 
economy or helps it. 
Naturally, those whose business 
tends to flourish with freer credit 
protest any tightening that may 
ahrlnk their m arkets. 
Those in­ 
volved in managing our money sup­ 
ply worr>’ more about the perils 
of runaway inflation. 
Among 
the latter 
group, 
of 
course, are the bankers. But many 
of these do not just plump auto 
matically for tight money (high 
borrowing rates), acting from con­ 
servative 
instincts. 
They want 
economic expansion, higher living 
standards, etc., but believe these 
m ust be attained while keeping the 
economy carefully controlled. 
One such banker is Henry Alex 
ender, board chairm an of J. P 
Morgan and company. In a recent 
Chicago speech he advised m anag 
lng m atters on the money front 
with a substantial m easure of cau­ 
tion. 
He does not believe that such a 
course stunts the country's econ­ 
om ic growth, but feels rather that 
it sustains it. As proof, he says: 
", . . listen to the hum of its 
factories, ride its roads, fight its 
traffic, line up at the counters of 
Its stores, watch its buildings rise, 
and you will see the most active 
Am erica that you and I or any 
American who has ever lived has 
ever seen.” 
In Alexander’s view, credit hasn’t 
been choked off but is in fact be­ 
ing created steadily in banks and 
com m ercial m arkets, “ billion! up­ 
on billions.” 
"C redit is available to worthy 
borrowers, to buy or build almost 
anything, and 
at interest costs 
which, even after a sharp rise, are 
with possible minor exceptions the 
lowest in the free world.” 
Yet there are restraints, and this 
leading banker thinks they are 
wise. 
He sees danger in our try­ 
ing to do too much too fast. 
"We 
had better postpone some of our 
buying, building and borrowing,” 
he warns. 
And he has high praise for the 
Independent courage of the Federal 
R eserve Board—fixer of interest 
rates—for putting on a lid and 
thus holding the economy 
back 
from the giddy heights where real 
peril lurks. 
This is sensible talk, offered in 
full awareness of Am erica’s devel­ 
oping needs, w ith none of the heart­ 
lessness that is *aid to afflict the 
men who manage the flow' of the 
country’s money 
It’s a sound con­ 
tribution to the “ tight money” a r­ 
gument.

Commerce Department analysts 
look for an increase of about 13 
per cent in religious construction 
during the coming year. That would 
make the total outlay a whopping 
875 million dollars. 
This is a lot of money to spend 
on churches, even in America. 
It 
is, for example, 7 times as much 
as tho 1947 figure, and 20 times 
the 1937 total. 
The church 
building boom is 
the concrete and-steel 
expression 
of an equallv phenomenal increase 
in church membership. The latest 
figures compiled by the Yearbook 
of American Churches (mostly for 
the calendar year 1955) showed 
church membership at an all-time 
high of more than IOO million, an* 
increase of more than 50 per cent 
since 1940. 
Sunday .school enrollment also 
has been climbing rapidly, from SO 
million in 1950 to 39 million in 1955. 
The tidal wave of children, particu­ 
larly in suburban congregations, 
has been a main source of the 
pressure on churches to expand 
their physical facilities. 
A large majority 
of the new 
churches to be built in 1957 will 
go up in suburban areas. The up­ 
surge in church membership has 
been predominantly concentrated 
in the suburbs, while many down­ 
town and rural churches have been 
struggling for existence. 
Another 
characteristic 
which 
many of the new crop of churches 
will have in common is modern 
design Until a few years ago, the 
bald, bold lines of contemporary 
architecture were rarely seen in 
houses 
of worship. 
Traditional 
tty lea — mainly Gothic, Colonial 
and Georgian — were widely re­ 
garded as the only “appropriate” 
architecture for churches, 
Now the trend is running strong­ 
ly toward modern design, both be­ 
cause of the construction econ­ 
omies which it usually offers, and 
also because of a growing convic­ 
tion that churches should speak in 
the language of their age, archi­ 
tecturally as well as otherwise
